By law number 405 was given its 
third reading and passed, This by law 
is for the removal of snow from side- 
walks, 

A by law respecting peddlers was 
read a first, second and third time 
and passed. 

All accounts presnted were rcéerred 
to the finance committee and if 
found correct ordered paid.

Devotces of the ancient Scottish art 
of curling come into their own—with 
the release of Associated Screen 
Studios’ short, the Roaring Game. 

This is the first time that a mo- 
tion picture has heen produced on 
curling, and it appropriately features 
Ken Watson, of Winnipeg. One of the 
world’s outstanding curlers, Watson 
has thrice skipped to Canadian Curl- 
ing championships. 

This old world game has been 
adapted to the pace of the new, and 
today it is a fast moving exciting 
sport that has swept over tbe north- 
ern “alf of the North American con- 
tinent. In western ‘Canada, particular- 
ly, the craze has been greatest. On 
the prairies they start curling at a 
very tender age, and Regina ‘boasts 
of the largest juvenile curling group 
in the country, known as the “Jam 
Tin League.” This odd title derives 
from the fact that the young players 


make their own “stones’ out of 
concrete-filled 5-lb, jam tins, The 
picture mentions that the curling 


fraternity now numbers in te hund- 
reds of thousands, which all adds up 
to the startling fact that there are 
more curlers than golfers in Canada. 

A flash back in The Roaring Game 
shows quairying operations in the isle 
of Ailsa Craig, the only spot in the 


world where suitable granite for 
curling stones is found. The camera 
reveals that the pieces of blasted 


rock are chosen for their fine grain 
and uniform texture, their toughness 
and their eveness of color, while 
techniques handed down from gen- 
eration to generation produce each 
year over two thousand pairs of 


stones,

Rice, President of the Alberta Divi- 
sion of the Canadian Cancer Society, 
in announiing that the provincial- 
wide Cancer Crusade would get under 
way on April 1st. 

Although improved diagnostic and 
treatment methods have lowered the 
death rates for some types of can- 
cer, the number of deaths is rising 
because of our expanding population 
and its increasing proportion of old- 
er people, 

About 16,000 persons in Canada will 
die of cancer this year, 16,500 in 1960, 
17,000 in 1970 and—if present trends 
continue—20,000 in tihe year 2000. 

With: fullest use of present knowl. |: 
edge, about one million of those 
statistically marked for cancer deat 
could be saved, Mr. Rice said, The 
prediction is based on the fact, that 
one-third of all cancer deaths today 
are needless because people wait too 
long before visiting their doctors, he 
explained.

Wheat will undoubtedly always be an important 
Every Reason product of the Prairfe Provinces, but experience has 
s shown that the people cannot expect to be continu- 
For Optimism ously prosperous while they depend almost entirely 
on agriculture for their livelihood, It would appear that the expanding oil 
industry there, and the accompanying development of other industries is 
making a turning point in the economy of the West, and the beginning of 
a@ new and increasingly prosperous era. In Alberta, where the most ex- 
tensive developments have taken place so far, industry is attracting work- 
ers and the population is increasing, creating in turn, wider markets for 
products of every kind, including those from the farms, As the oil indus- 
try extends its operations, these trends will continue and there is every 
reason for optimism in regard to the prospects of industrial expansion in 
the West.

Prairie Poultry Producers Urge 
Formation Of Marketing Board 


SASKATOON, Sask.—Poultry pro- 
ducers of the three prairie provinces 
met with the Western Canada Pro- 
duce association to ascertain if the 
produce trade would co-operate with 
a proposed interprovincial or nation- 
al poultry marketing board. 

The meeting followed a conference 
between the Saskatchewan Poultry 
association’s special committee on 
poultry marketing and representa- 
tives of Alberta and Manitoba agri- 
cultural groups, 

Committee chairman J. H. Strain 
of Lawson, Sask., who is also presi- 
dent of the Saskatchewan Poultry 
association, said considerable ground 


work has been done in Saskatchewan 
towards formation of a producer's 
marketing board. Similar schemes 
had been discussed in other provinces, 
notably Manitoba and Alberta. 

Mr. Strain said the ultimate ob- 
jective is formation of a national 
marketing board under which pro- 
vincial plans would be co-ordinated. 

He said the producer’s group would 
aim to bring stability to the poultry 
industry through orderly marketing. 
‘The plan involved giving the produc- 
er a minimum price for eggs at such 
a level to insure a continuous supply 
for domestic requirements, 

The national board’s function would 
be to dispose of surpluses in any 
province, Mr. Strain said that prices 
for domestic eggs would be main- 
tained at almost a constant level and

The wife 
will get one cheque and the husband 
will get the other. 

This new policy which starts March 
1 for officers, April 1 for warrant of- 
ficers and N.C.O.’s and May 1 for 
other ranks, has touched off a fair

Pay officials say it is necessary to 
safeguard wives and families because 
in some cases the husbands don't 
look after them properly.

As High Commissioner for Canada 
in London during the Second World 
War, both he and Mrs. Massey were 
among the most popular in the dip- 
lomatic set, 

Mrs. Massey, who died in 1950, 
kept a canteen—the Beaver Club— 
for Canadian service men in London. 
Their home in London was filled with 
Canadian art ‘treasures and it was 
always open to those who were 
friends of Canada, 

As chancellor of the University of 
Toronto, he was of service not only 
to that university but to others as 
well, His belief is that the univer- 
sity provides the core of cultural at- 
tainment, In his voluminous report 
on culture, Mr. Massey kept the uni- 
versities in mind, and a Federal $7,- 
100,000 grant to aid financially-hit 
universities resulted. 


FOREIGN-LANGUAGE NEWS 
SERVICE. FOR IMMIGRANTS 


TORONTO.—Immigrants who can- 
not read English can find out what 
is going on in Canada from Canadian 
Scene, a foreign-language news ser- 
vice distributed free to 59 foreign- 
language paper's in Canada and the 
United States, 

At the end of last year, Canadian 
Scene articles were being published 
in Czech, Estonian, Finnish, German, 
Latvian, Lithuanian, Ukrainian, Pol- 
ish, Hungarian, Serbian and Russian- 
language journals, Plans now are 
under consideration for services in 
Italian, Dutch and Croatian, 


Hugh Newton, Toronto journalist, 


is editor of the service. Articles 
written by professional newspaper- 
men are translated by 10 or more 
language experts. Most of them pre- 
fer to remain anonymous. 

The I.0.D.E. paid $5,818 for the 
first half-year costs of the non-profit 
enterprise, Other organizations and 
industry now have taken over a 
share of the costs.

IN SASKATCHEWAN 


40 Million Bushels 
Of Damp Wheat 


Stored On Farms 


REGINA.—The Saskatchewan de- 
partment of agriculture estimates 
there are 40,000,000 bushels of damp 
wheat in storage on farms in the 
province, Hon, I. C, Nollet, agricul- 
ture minister, said. 

The department estimated an equal 
amount of damp oats and barley is 
in storage. This does not include an 
estimated 45,000,000 bushels still un- 
harvested, 

Mr. Nollet said there is little pos- 
sibility of country elevators taking 
delivery of much damp grain before 
spring. 

Already there was enough tough 
and damp grain in country elevators 
and at the Lakehead and other ter- 
minals to keep existing drying facili- 
ties operating 24 hours a day for the 
next few months, 

The minister said large quantities 
of grain will be liable to spoil when 
weather warms up, unless farms plan 
now to get damp grain dried on the 
farm, 

With small amounts, grain could 
be transferred back and forth from 
one bin to another until spring or 
spread on raised platforms to pro- 
mote natural drying and prevent 
heating. 

With large amounts, possibility of 
purchasing commercial dryers for use 
on a co-operative basis should be in- 
vestigated, he said.

Saskatchewan's 
New Oil Well 
Producing 


CALGARY. — Saskatchewan's 
first medium-light crude oil dis- 
covery well has been placed on 
production, and the rig from 
that oil well is being shifted to 
site for the first follow-up ven- 
ture. 

This discovery was made in the 
southwest sector of Saskatchewan, at 
a wildcat drilled by Socony-Vacuum 
on farmout lands from Western Prai- 
rie Exploration. 

The discovery well is Socony- 
Western Prairie-Fosterton No. 1, 
previously known as Roseray No. 1 
located about 28 miles northwest of 
Swift Current and 70 miles east of 
the Alberta border. The name was 
changed to Fosterton because that is 
the nearest town in the vicinity of 
the discovery. 

Crew ran a four-hour test through 
one-quarter inch choke, and the well 
flowed 24 degrees crude oil at the 
rate of 298 barrels daily. There is 
very little, if any, natural gas being 
produced with the oil. The well found 
about 60 feet of gross pay without 
sign of formation water. There is, 
however, some hard unproductive 
formation present in that 60-foot 
section, 

The Palmer Drilling Co. rig that 
drilled the discovery well is now en 
route to the first follow-up venture 
which will be an approximate one- 
mile step-out from the oil strike.

Game Commissioner Frank Butler 
said the British Columbia Game act 
allows commercial production of 
game for sale but added that he 
thought deer would need “consider- 
able range” to remain healthy. 

There are several snags to he over- 
come, but the possibility remains 
that the Canadian housewife may be 
buying venison roasts from her 
butcher by about 1957.

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“Save the Soil” Campaigns in 

Manitoba 

A new and different farmer com- 
petition, known as a “Save the Soil” 
campaign was started in Manitoba 
in 1951 The object of the competi- 
tion is to encourage farmers to adopt 
soi] management methods which will 
prevent wind and water erosion and 
maintain or improve the fertility of 
their soils. Two important farm 
practices are encouraged: (1) the 
use of trash cover and (2) the grow- 
ing of grasses and legumes in rota- 
tions. 6 

The Campaign. ‘I welve farmers in 
the Pilot Mound district of Mani- 
toba entered the 1951 “Save the 
Soil” campaign. In the Spring, their 
farms were surveyed by soil and 
crop specialists, and suggestions 
made as to methods of soil improve- 
ment. At the end of the season, each 
farm was scored on the basis of the 
practices used by the farmer to con- 
trol soil erosion and maintain fertil- 
ity. Later, in November, an Achieve- 
ment Day Banquet was held at 
which the results of the competition 
were discussed, and prizes awarded 
to those farmers who had made the 
best effort during the season. A 
silver cup, donated by this Depart- 
ment, comprised the major award. 

Good Results. Each farmer par- 
ticipating in the campaign indicated 
that he had gained valuable informa- 
tion and experience from the 1951 
“Save the Soil” competition. They 
all considered it a worthwhile effort, 
and each member agreed to persuade 
one or more of his neighbours to 
enter the campaign in 1952. Officials 
of the Manitoba Department of 
Agriculture associated with the Pilot 
Mound campaign, were impressed 
with its value in stimulating greater 
farmer interest in soil conservation 
methods. As a result, “Save the Soil” 
campaigns have now been officially 
approved by the Department as a 
provincial soil improvement project. 

Farmers and others interested in 
soil conservation work in Western 
Canada will follow the results of the 
Manitoba ,campaign with interest. 
The Line Llevators Farm Service 
considers it a privilege to be associ- 
ated with this important soil conser- 
vation program,
